It is a well

o lder children. 
A yo ung child is always made to feel that 
he has a secure place in the ho me, but as he gro wvs 
o lder the devo tio n and demo nstrativeness he has 
previo usly kno wn may degenerate into actual in­ 
difference. This tends to create in the bo y o r girl 
a feeling o f inierio rity, o f no t being wanted. 
The o nlv remedv is fo r parents to wake up 
to the iact that a child o f any age needs no t o nly 
their ailectio n but co nstant pro o fs o f that affec­ 
tio n. Yo ung pco }de must be enco uraged in their 
ambitio ns, listened to , co unseled, and guided. 
Abo ve all. they must be given to understand that 
they are real perso ns, capable o f accepting re­ 
spo nsibility and o f perfo rming wo rthwhile tasks. 
What yo ung peo ple want is appreciatio n 
and understanding, no t co nstant sco lding o r fault­ 
finding 
They want o ppo rtunities to displax* their 
talents. They want no t o nly a chance to study o r 
wo rk, but also to play. If enco uragement is no t 
fo rthco ming fro m parents o r the lo cal parish, the
